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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election without traverse of claims 1 ,3,5,8-1 0, 1 8 and 20 in the reply 
filed on 3/27/09 is acknowledged. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments, regarding the newly recited claim language, filed 3/27/09, 
with respect to the rejection(s) of claim(s) 1-8 under 102(b) and 103(a) have been fully 
considered and are persuasive. Therefore, the rejection has been withdrawn. 
However, upon further consideration, a new ground(s) of rejection is made in view of 
112 1®' rejection. 

3. Claims 2 and 6 are cancelled. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

4. The following Is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a whtten description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

5. Claims 8,10 and 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing 
to comply with the written description requirement. The clalm(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. Claim 8 recites " .... the audio signal 
processing unit driving a first loudspeaker block composed of less than all of the 
speaker elements in each of at least two rows among the plurality of stacked horizontal 
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rows of loudspeakers and wherein the audio signal processing unit drives a second 
loudspeaker block composed of all the loudspeaker elements in a single horizontal row 

The specification does not appear to disclose this subject matter. Therefore if 
constitutes new matter. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 1 ,3,5,9 and 20 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
Prior art Furuta et al. (JP 06-225379) discloses a loudspeaker apparatus (Figures 1 ,5-8) 
comprising: a loudspeaker array constructed by arranging a plurality of loudspeaker 
elements (loudspeaker arrays 2,3; Figures 1 ,5-8; H 001 1 under DETAILED 
DESCRIPTION section) and an audio signal processing unit that outputs inputted audio 
signals of a plurality of systems to a plurality of loudspeaker blocks (filters 71-78 of 
Figure 5, 71 a-78a of Figure 6, 81 -88 of Figure 7; ^ 001 8- H 0021 under DETAILED 
DESCRIPTION section)) respectively, the plurality of loudspeaker blocks being formed 
by grouping part of the plurality of loudspeaker elements (Figure 1 , 5-8; H 001 1 under 
DETAILED DESCRIPTION section). 

The prior art or combination thereof fails to disclose or make obvious wherein the 
center-channel loudspeaker block includes at least all of the loudspeaker elements in 
one of the horizontal rows. 

Claims 3,5,9 and 20 would be allowed due to dependency on claim 1 .
